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HISTORICAL  STATEMENT. 


The  Round  Table  was  organized  in  xMead- 
ville,  December  I6th,  1887;  the  expressed 
purpose  of  the  organization  was  to  afford 
social  and  intellectual  culture  for  its  mem- 
bers. Dr.  T.  L.  Flood  was  the  founder  and 
until  his  death  on  June  l6th,  l9l6,  con- 
tinued to  be  the  leading  spirit  of  the  or- 
ganization. At  first  the  membership  was 
limited  to  twenty-four  but  this  number  has 
been  increased  until  now  the  By-Laws  pro- 
vide for  a  membership  of  100,  which  pro- 
vision was  adopted  in  1913.  During  the 
thirty-four  years  since  its  organization  3  66 
men  from  the  various  businesses  and  profes- 
sions of  Meadville  have  been  elected  to 
membership. 

Regular  monthly  meetings  have  been  held 
from  the  time  of  its  organization,  from  Sep- 
tember to  May,  inclusive;  at  each  meeting 
a  dinner  is  served  followed  by  an  essay  or 
more  rarely  an  address  and  an  informal  dis- 
cussion. Three  hundred  and  eighteen  essays 
have  been  read  before  the  members  of  the 
Round  Table,  more  usually  by  one  of  the 
members,  upon  a  great  variety  of  subjects.

BY-LAWS. 


Name. 


1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall 
be  the  "Round  Table." 

Object. 

2.  The  object  shall  be  the  social  and  in- 
tellectual culture  of  its  members. 

Number  of  Members. 

3.  The  membership  shall  be  limited  to 
one  hundred. 

Dues. 

4.  An  annual  membership  fee  of  seven 
dollars  shall  be  paid  by  each  member.  This 
membership  fee  shall  cover  all  the  regular 
expenses  for  the  year. 

Election  of  Members. 

5.  Names  for  membership  may  be  pro- 
posed only  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  shall 
be  voted  upon  by  ballot,  when  approved  by 
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the  Executive  Committee,  at  a  subsequent 
regular  meeting  in  the  order  of  their  pro- 
posal. 

Votes  to  Reject. 

6.  Three  negative  votes  shall  reject  a 
candidate. 

Meetings. 

7.  The  Round  Table  shall  meet  on  the 
fourth  Monday  in  each  month  of  every  year, 
from  September  to  May,  inclusive,  at  6:30 
p.  m.  and  shall  adjourn  at  9:30  p.  m. 

8.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such 
place  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  or  by  a  vote  of  the  members. 

Refreshments. 

9.  A  dinner  shall  be  served  at  every 
regular  meeting,  the  expense  of  which  shall 
be  borne  from  the  funds  of  the  Round  Table. 

Invitation  of  Non  Members. 

10.  Any  member  may  invite  a  gentleman 
visiting  the  city  to  any  meeting  of  the  Round 
Table  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar. 
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Officers. 

11.  The  officers  of  the  Round  Table  shall 
be  a  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  Treasurer, 
and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five,  of  which 
Committee  the  Secretary  shall  be,  ex-officio, 
a  member,  two  members  with  the  Chairman 
acting  on  matters  of  membership,  the  others 
with  the  Chairman  performing  the  remain- 
ing duties  of  the  committee.  They  shall  be 
elected  at  the  regular  annual  meeting.  A 
chairman  shall  be  elected  on  the  evening  of 
each  meeting. 

Duties  of  the  Secretary. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Round  Table  and  to  notify  the  members  of 
the  subject  for  discussion,  and  the  time  of 
meeting,  three  days  in  advance. 

Duties  of  Executive  Committee. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
Committee: 

First — To  make  arrangements  for  the 
evening's  entertainment,  to  collect  the  dues 
from  members,  and  to  cancel  all  bills  in- 
curred for  such  expenses. 
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Second — To  select  and  to  assign  the  topics 
for  discussion. 

Discussions. 

14.  A  free  discussion  shall  follow  the 
reading  of  the  paper,  no  member  being  al- 
lowed to  use  more  than  five  minutes  at  any 
one  time. 

Annual    Meeting. 

15.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Round 
Table  shall  be  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
each   year. 

Forfeiture  of  Membership. 

16.  Any  member  failing  to  give  the 
necessary  lawful  notice  of  absence  for  three 
consecutive  meetings,  or  to  pay  his  mem- 
bership fee  for  each  year,  shall  forfeit  his 
membership. 

Resignation. 

17.  Any  member  may  resign  his  mem- 
bership on  giving  written  notice,  through 
the  Secretary,  of  such  desire,  and  its  ac- 
ceptance by  the  members  at  the  next  regular 
meeting. 
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Attesting   Membership. 

18.  All  members  shall  attest  their  mem- 
bership by  signing  these  By-Laws. 

Amendments. 

19.  Amendments  to  these  By-Laws  may 
be  proposed  at  any  regular  meeting,  and 
upon  adoption  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members 
present,  shall  become  a  part  of  these  By- 
Laws.
